Ambulances  are  available  at  Kington,  Llandrindod  '.yells 
and  Hereford.  The  Kington  Ambulance  is  a new  venture  and 
has  already  proved  its  usefulness. 

Orthopaedic  and  Ophthatoiis  treatment  is  catered  for. 

Ante -natal  Examinations  have  shewn  a marked  improvement 
and  there  would  seem  to  be  better  co-operation  from  the 
midwives  in  this  respect. 

The  District  Nurse  is  responsible  for  maternity  work* 
School  Inspections  and  General  Nursing.  She  is  also 
responsible  for  the  Infant  welfare . but  plans  are  afoot  for 
an  infant  Welfare  Clinic  in  the  District. 


Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Area 

Water  The  Wcythel  Supply  is  fairly  s-a ti sfactory. 
Occasionally,  there  is  some  discolouration  after  heavy  rain. 

The  Walton  Supply  is  giving  a little  trouble.  A 
Well  has  been  sunk  in  a most  promising  site  and  this  has  been 
steened.  The  quantity  of  water  is  more  than  adequate, 
but  so  far,  all  samples  have  shewn  traces  of  B.Coli 
contamination.  At  the  same  time,  the  situation  of  the 
Well  is  such  that  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  it  must 
give  absolutely  pure  water  in  the  near  future. 

The  Pranksbridge  Supply  is  in  use  and  is 
sati sfactory. 

The  Yardro  Pump  is  working,  but  despite  tho  woll's 
being  cleaned  out,  the  water  is  unsatisfactory.  Steps  are 
being  taken  to  remedy  this. 

Drainage  & Sewerage 

No  Main  Drainage.  On  the  whole  satisfactory. 

Rivers  & Streams 

Village  Streams  cleaned  out  periodically. 

Closet  Accommodation 

Mostly  privies  and  earth  closets.  There  are,  however, 
a few  water  carriage  systems  and  'Et-San’  Closets  in  tho 
District.

The  Rubbish  Tip  at  New  Radnor  is  still  under  discussion.
